In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 . 1 1 1 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 132)

Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary.

Continuation of 10. Other: Note regarding box 2c above: in claims 13 and 16 the examiner specifically noted five ways in which these 
claims failed to meet the third prong of the analysis to determine if 1 12/ 6 th paragraph should be invoked. In the proposed amendment, 
only claim 13, step a t meets the third prong of the analysis. The other means plus function limitations still fail the third prong of the 
analysis. For example, claim 13 step b, requires a vacuum chamber means to chemically modify the sidewall polymer rails to form a water 
soluble residue. However, the limitation additionally recites providing HF/NF3 which is a sufficient act, that uses a sufficient material to 
achieve the specified function. Because the claims are not being treated under 112 6 th , Applicant's arguments regarding the treatment of 
method limitations within the context of a means plus function claim language, are not applicable because the arguments are premised 
within the context of the claims being treated under 1 12/6 th . 
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
